Not only did Catholic afraign Cath 
olic, but labor leader arraigned labor 
leaders.

Says Gompers Forbaie Debate. 


Mr. Stelzle said that the phalanx of 
representatives of the A. F. of L., who 
appeared earlier in the hearings in 
behalf of the modification of the Vol- 
stead act, had not fairly reflected the 
attitude of labor. He further described 
Mr, Gompers’ policies as extremely 
devious, saying that three times he had 
issued statements condemning the sa- 
loon. and yet would not let the saloon 
be discussed in convention. 

“Actually,” said the witness, “he 
forbade discussion becayse he knew 
that so large a percentage of the deli- 
egates were in favor of prohibition 
that a split might come.” 

Mr. Stelzle’s crticisms of the federa- 
tion and its late chief were so severe 
that Col. Codman, floor manager for 
the wets, demanded a copy of his state- 
ment in order to submit it to the fed- 
eration chiefs at national headquarters 
in this city. 

Thus much of the run of testimony 
was so contentious that it moved the 
bone dry listeners crowding the com- 
mittee room to the frequent buzz of 
comment. This exasperated Senator 
Harreld [Rep., Okla.], whose temper 
does not grow sweeter as the days drag 
on, and he shouted, “Keep quiet ia 
here or I'll clear the room! ” 

Senator Walsh informed Chairman 
Harrelé at the close of this morn- 
ing’s session that long before he was 
appointed on the committee he had 
made arrangements to leave Washing- 
ton’ on April 21. And so he begged to 
be excused from further service. His 
request was granted.

“No,” acknowledged Mr. Strivings, 
and went his way somewhat flushed.

Mr. Bernsteen—“ By prosecution and 
with a jail sentence. Fines mean 
nothing.”’ 

He recommended more teeth if{t the 
prohibition law, obligation to buy in 
order to get evidence. What he wants 
is authorization of search warrants on 
presumptive proof of illegal possession, 
because now “a house might be full 
of liquor and, unless there is a sale in 
a private home, we couldn’t raid.”’

Triple Festival Marks the 
“Rebirth of Power.”

ROME, April 21.—A new imperial 
Rome, rising Phenix-like from the 
ashes of the ancient empire to spread 
its wings.-wherever Romay, culture ex- 
tended in the past, was dedicated today 
in a triple holiday celebrating three 
elements of the Fascist state. 

Splendor, toil, and colonization all 
had a part in the commemoration of 
the 2,679th birthday of the ancient city. 
The first stone was laid for Via le Bar- 
berini, a magnificent avenue, the con- 
struction of which is the first step 
to realization of .the splendid 
dreams of a new imperial capital 
worthy to be the successor of the 
Rome of Cesar. s 

Labor's importance in the Fascist 
scheme of things was emp when 
the Fascist labor unions celebrated a 
new feast day to replace the Red labor 
holiday of May 1. And most important 
of ail, annual colonial day, destined to 
inspire in Italians a spirit of coloniza- 
tion, was inaugurated. Similar cele- 
brations were held throughout Italy— 
all marked by expressions of fealty to 
Premier Mussolini, hailed as Rome’s 
modern Czsar. 


“Hour for Action at Hand.” 
. THe proclamation of Gov. Cremonesi 


which greeted the population this 


morning from the walis of the city’s 
public buildings read: 

“Romans: The hour to lift the head 
and direct the eye to a contemplation 
of imperial Rome has arrived. ‘The 
spiritual preparation is cowpleted. The 
ardor of sentiment must now be real- 
ized by action. The city will take on 
am aspect worthy of the new times. 
It is the will of our civic pride, which 
has resumed an ancient fierceness. It 
is the will of the national government, 
which has reconstructed Italy in the 
mame of Rome, which wili again give 
Rome the august character impressed 
on the city by emperors and popes.” 

This was followed by a description 
of the public works tp be inaugurated.

Senator Corradini, to whom the 
speech for the occasion was entrusted, 
contented himself with enthusiastic pa- 
triotic characterizations, giving the de- 
tails of Italy’s program of colonial ex- 
pansion. ~ 


Today's ceremonies, declared Senator 
Corradini, were a step of active pa- 
triotism whith marks the transition 
from a smal] to a great colonial era 
for Italy. A reawakening of the spirit 
of colonization among Italians was nec- 
essary for the preparation of colo 
nial expansion, he said. 

From the city hall Premier Muasso- 
limi proceeded to the Augusteum, 
where members of the Fascist labor 
unions gathered to celebrate Italy’s la- 
bor day. There he listened to a speech 
by Sig. Rossoni, in which the chief 
of the labor unions told the workers 
that the future of Italy depends on 
codperation between capital and labor.

President Coolidge has suggested a compromise 
on the rivers and harbors bill, which, he believes, 
will be acceptable to the representatives in con- 
gress of Michigan, Ohio, and the other lake states, 
as well as to Illinois and the valley states. The bil! 
appropriates $1,350,000 for improving the lower 
illinois river as recommended by army engineers. 

The states which are opposing the diversion 
through the canal are afraid that the passage of 
the bill would be equivalent to a permanent grant 
by congress of the present flow of water which 
they consider excessive. Representative Madden, 
speaking on behalf of Illinois, has said that the 
question of the amount of the diversion is not 
involved in any way in the appropriation, but that 
did not satisfy the opposition. 

President Coolidge hopes to break the deadlock 
by including Mr. Madden's declaration in the bill 
itself, At’ the President's request, Mr. Madden 
drafted. a proviso stating that nothing in the act 
* shall operate to modify ‘the existing status of the 
di¥ersion at Chicago or change in any way the 
tefms of the permit issued to the sanitary district 
by the secretary of war.” The proviso has been

ENFORCE THE PRESENT 
ANTI-SMOKE LAW. 


It has been suggested that Chicago’s anti-smoke 
ordinance be made more strict. As the law now 
reads, a chimney may smoke for three minutes 
during each hour. The proposed amendment would 
cut the three minutes to one. ~« 

- One minute, certainly, is enough for any chinney 

to smoke. It is, in fact, one minute too much. But 
the desirability of the suggested new law does not 
affect at all the wisdom of passing it. 
Authorities should begin by enforcing the present 
three minute law, before seeking a change. 
The greatest drawback to Chicago as a city, as 
a pleasant place in which to live and work, is the 
smoke evil. The added sin of the smoking chimney 
is that ft is unnecessary. A properly constructed, 
properly tended furnace will not smoke. The irri- 
tating thing about the failure to enforce the 
ordinance against smoke is that the violation of 
the law is absolutely obvious. 

There might, for example, be some excuse for 
the failure of the proper authorities to put an end 
to gambling. Galgblers do not run their games on 
the public sidewalks. . There is no excuse for not 
putting an end to smoking chimneys when one 
inspector, from a high vantage point, can spot 
open violations within a radius of at least half 
a mile. 

Enforce the present anti-smoke law, first. Then 
pass a more drastic one. And enforce that.

YRS., JUDGE SAYS 


The chances of a person committing 
a deliberate murder being hanged for 
this crime in America are only 1 in 
110, according to figures compiled by 
Judge Marcus Kavanagh of the Criml- 
nal court. 

He completed yesterday a survey 
of the murder situation in this coun- 
try. He compares this situation with 


the homicide rate in England where a 
defendant has almost no chance of 
escaping the death penalty for de 
liberate murder. 

In twenty years 118,000 persons who 
have committed murder in this coun- 
try are walking the streets unpunished. 
The judge figures that in this period 
170,000 murders have been committed 
and that 34,000 of the murderers have 
died, 1.800 are serving sentences, and 
the remainder have gone unpunished. 
This accounts, he says, for the fact 
that 10,000 murders were committed in 
America in 1921 as against less than 
100 in Engiand and Wales .combined, 
and 385 in France during the same 
period. 

“One of the reasons for this amaz- 
ing difference in crime records of 
America and Europe is the difference 
in the people’s attitude toward the

Bit of Welsh Music 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 

Welsh music for orchestra and 
chorus made up the greater part of 
the program given by the Haydn 
Choral society at Orchestra hall last 
night. In making a drive on the music 
of that country, Conductor Haydn W. 
Owens has picked out what is pretty 
nearly a new line for this country, and 
it is by no means an uninteresting 
line, quite as good as many other spe- 
cialized selections and better than 
some. 

The most ambitious effort of the eve- 
ning was a cantata called “ Kynon,” 
founded on a legend of Wales and 
composed by T. Hopkins Evans. There 
was little that was hifalutin about it: 
melodically and harmonically it fol- 
lowed the ideas of the last century, 
‘and it treated the diatonic scale with 
great respect. Yet, partly because of 
its own unassuming manner, it was 
effective. Its melodies were straight- 
forward, and it worked up some rather 
stirring dramatic climaxes. Also it 
included that bully old tune, “ Men of 
Harlech,’’ without which it perhaps 
would not have been completely |! 
Welsh. 

Mr. Owens is a conductor who knows 
his scores and knows how to transmit 
‘them. He handled the chorus mas- 
terfully; he even made the orchestra 
play mellowly and exactly, which is 
frequently an unsolved problem for 
choral conductors. One of the enjoy- 
able points of the performance was 
some superb solo singing by Helen 
Protheroe -Axtell, soprano, diversified 
by the safe but not quite so brilliant 
performances of Samuel Roberts, 
tenor, and William Phillips, baritone.

| It is-tYot always ‘possible to get the 
arch to curve so finely, no matter how 
much tweezing and brushing is done.

But in any event the face may be 
immeasurably improved by clearing 
out the “ weeds”’ that sprout around 
the line of the brow. A “tidy” look 
may be had by all. 

If you are going to tweeze these 
wild hairs wring out a wash cloth in 
hot water and apply it first to. the af- 
fected parts. Rub a bit of cold cream 
in immediately after. Then the tweéz- 
ing will be practically painless. You 
need to operate in a good strong light. 
I would recommend your having this 
work done for you by a professional 
every so often, as it is difficult to do 
alone, particularly if you are pulling 
out hairs In the eyebrows to give them 
a better shape. It is hard alone to fol- 
low the line. It can be done, though, 
with a steady handand a good eye.

Stray hair between the eyes, when 
dark in color, gives an especially “ un- 
groomed ” look to the face. These you 
may tweeze out or have permanently 
removed by electrolysis. 

Use a tiny brush dipped in vaseline 
every night and brush from the inside 
of the arch outward, not so much with 
the hope of making the eyebrows grow, 
but to give them a well cared for look. 
If you want to use makeup on them 
experiment around until you get the 
shade that matches most nearly the 
color of your hair. If it ts fair, do 
not use a black pencil. Rather try a 
bronze shade, or a light brown.
